Total insured fire losses in Cor- 
sicana during 1933 dropped to the 
lowest figure in the last twenty 
years. • according to available rec- 
ords. Fire Chief Elmer Keith re- 
ported Monday, and local insur- 
ers may expect a 6 per cent cred- 
it and perhaps a 9 per cent. 
Insured losses for the past year 


amounted to $20,188.18 within the 
city limits, ana total losses ir. the 
same area amounted to approxi- 
mately $26,000. 


During the past two years Cor- 
sicana has been paying the maxi- 
mum penalty of 15 per cent ad- 
ditional on each insurance policy 
because of a poor fire record, but 
with the gain made this year and 
last year, fire department offi- 
cials have pointed out that a cred- 
it of 6 per cent is almost assured 
and a 9 per cent credit is- possi- 
ble, reducing the total penalty to 
9 or 6 per cent. 
The penalties or credits are fig- 
ured on the fire loss record lor 
a three-year period, and with two 
good years to their credit, citizens 
of Corsicana should devote every 
effort toward' repeating the 1933 
record in 1934 if possible, Chief 
Keith said in discussing'the situa- 
tion. With another low fire loss 
record in 1934, Corsicana citizens 
may entirely eliminate the penalty 
and secure a neat credit on their 
annual premiums. 


The 1930 total losses of $135,- 


803.68 will be dropped from the 
three-year average this year, leav- 
ing the .record to be based on the 
1931 totfa of $169,614.46, 1932 fig- 
ures of fR2,482.61, plus the 
1933 
figures of $20,188-18. The end of 
1934 
will see one of the heaviest 
loss records In the history of Cor- 
sicana dropped and considerable 
saving handed to policy holders 
irv their premiums.

Water Softener is Not In Opera- 
tion Now." The last clause was in 
error — the water softener is lu 
operation and has been contin- 
uously since its completion several 
months ago — and this correction is 
gladly made. 
The story under 
the headline made no mention fcf 
such a fact but carried an account 
of questions asked concerning the 
hardness of the water propound- 
ed by Dr. R. C. Curtis, finance, 
park and cemetery commissioner. 


City officials 
stated Saturdav 
that the softening plant had been 
continuously 
In operation 
since 
its completion and that an aver- 
age hardness of eight grains had 
been maintained in the water In 
the city mains for more 'than 21 
months, this water condition com- 
paring favorably with the hard- 
ness of water in a majority of 
the towns of the Southwest 
The city sanitary engineer has 


reported that the raw water 
at 
the lake has a hardness of 14 
grains, and by the alum and soda 
ash treatments the hardness is 
almost halved and that degree 
maintained 
consistently 
approxi- 
mating eight grains. For a short 
time recently the soda ash treat- 
ment was suspended as an econ- 
omy measure and the water at- 
tained a hardness of about nine 
grains, but the treatment was re-

MILK DELIVERIES 
IN CHICAGO HALTED 
DY VIOLENCE TODAY 


DUMPING OF~MILK SPREAD 
FROM HIGHWAYS INTO THE 


BIG CITY ITSELF 


CHICAGoTjan. 8.—(#)— 


Milk deliveries were halted 
in Chicago today as violence 
flared over a 100 mile area 
in a dairymen's s t r i k e 
against reduced prices. 


Dumping of milk spread 


from highways surrounding 
Chicago arid reached into the city 
itself. Independent retail dealers 
who attempted to deliver milk had 
their trucks tipped over or the con- 
tents spilled into sewers. 
With both producers and distrib- 
utors anxious to settle the strike, 
conferences were held to devise 
mans of meeting the farmers' de- 
mands, a guaranted basic price of 
$1.85 a hundred pounds. 
The most serious reports of vio- 
lence came from Wisconsin, where 
interference with railroad trains 
hauling milk was reported. Sheriff 
Clarence Erickson reported find- 
ing obstructions on tracks of the 
Northwestern 
road 
in 
Kenosha 
county and near the Wisconsin-Il- 
linois line. 
Attempts were made at Lyons 
and Sturtlvant, Wis., to dump 48,- 
000 pounds of milk from a refrig- 
erator car. Trainmen told of hear- 
ing a shot fired Saturday night 
in Kenosha, Wis. 


Hundreds of thousands of gal- 
lons of milk were dumped on the 
highways. The blockade into Chi- 
cago was reported nearly 100 per 
cent effective.'

France Loosens 


Up Its American 


Import Quotas 


PARIS, 
Jan. 
8.—(IP)—France 
agreed today to increase three- 
fold the quotas on American pro- 
ducts as announced at the first 
year. 


The United States embassy an- 
nounced the conclusion of this 
arrangement whereby the United 
States will be exempted from the 
French policy to reserve three- 
quarters of its Import quotts for 
bargaining purposes. 


While the announced arrange' 
ment does not give full satisfac- 
tion to American business inter- 
ests, it restores the quotas as they 
affect the United States to the 
figures of 1932. 


The auomobile imports still are 
hit as the quota is based on 1932 
figures which were smaller than 
the 1933 motor imports. 


The agreement excludes apples, 
pears, 
mechanical 
tools 
other 
than those for agriculture, lamps, 
and 
radio apparatus from 
the 
bargaining quotas.

Buck's amendment would ex- 


empt cnnners and processors from 
the licensing who buy their prod- 
ucts within tho state where they 
are canned and processed. 
Buck 
said the act was not Intended to 
cover such canners and processors 
but had been construed in that 
manner.

The plant at Houston is leading 
n the number of beeves slaughter- 
ed, the survey showing that 1,832 
animals have been purchased for 
the Houston process plant. 


The plant In Fort Worth has 


used 1,088 cows of its quota of 
1,400. The plant has a dally pro- 
duction of about 8,000 pounds of 
beef a day. 
The San Antonio plant ha* pro- 


duced about 200,800 cans of beef. 
The plant at Houston has put up 
469,692 pounds, or 238,025 cans of 
beef, and it has a daily quota of 
about 16,000 pounds. 
" At Waco the government can- 
ning plant has put up 148,600 
pounds of beef in 80,691 cans 
The 


plant is operating on a daily quo- 
ta of about 15,000 cans.

PRESIDENT PLEASED 
WITH APPARENT FULL 
CONGRESS SUPPORT 


PROGRAM FOR PERMANENT 
DOMESTIC READJUSTMENT 


BEING DEVELOPED 


By FRANCIS M. STJSPHENSON 
WASHINGTON, Jan. s.— 


[ff)_-President Roosevelt and 
congress, working so far in 
a spirit of team play, con- 
centrated today on a de- 
veloping program for per- 
manent domestic readjust- 
ment which largely shoved 
aside 
international problems. 


Quarters close to the president 
represented him as pleased both at 
the general tenor of Capitol Hill 
and the speed at which congress Is 
tackling. Its tasks. 
Indications came from the white 


house, meanwhile, that Mr. Roose- 
velt is giving renewed consideration 
to his bl-metallc monetary pro- 
gram. Leaders of the silver bloc 
in tho senate were predicting op- 
timistically today a new adminis- 
tration move to aid the cause of 
the white metal. 


At the capltol, democratic lead- 
ers of the house held hope that 
chamber might pass on to the sen- 
ate before nlghtfull the adminis- 
tration's $470,000,000 liquor tax bill 
Adding to the buzz of Washing- 


ton activity the treasury today 
moved for a quick start toward 
credit borrowings that in the next 
six months will total $10,000,000,000 
—nearly twice the actual amount 
of money now In circulation. It 
got down to work also in compil- 
ing a war debt statement demand- 
ed by the senate. 


As the Roosevelt-Congress do- 
mestic program took shape, word 
came from Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, the democratic leader 
as the aftermath of a white house 
parley that the long pending pro- 
tocol for American adherence to 
the world court would be sidetrack- 
ed but that early consideration 
would be given to ratification of 
the pact with Canada for develop- 
ment of the St. Lawrence water- 
way. 


President Is Calm. 
The general support given his 
message to congress and his start- 
ling nine billion dollar deficit an- 
nouncement was 
received 
quite 


calmly by the president as he 
turned to 'details of his congres- 
sional program. 


Indications of new administra- 
tion action to aid silver wore 
strengthened 
by Senator Robin- 
son's confident prophecy that there 
would be no silver legislation at 
this session. 
« 
Observers coupled this forecast 


with the white metal apparently 
as grown on capltol hill. They 
pointed out also that two demo- 
cratic sliver leaders In the senate 
—Wheeler of Montana and King 
of Utah—appeared pleased after a 
talk with Mr. Roosevelt yesterday 
but would not predict presldentia 
approval of their 16 to 1 measure 
Something In Wind. 


Apparently something ie in the 
wind, but those who have talked 
with the president concerning his 
monetary policy are saying noth- 
ing even though giving indications 
of believing strongly that a new 
domestc money plan is in the off- 
Ing. 
Here again, Mr. Roosevelt 
has cast aside International nego- 
tiations, asserting other nations are 
not prepared for permanent cur- 
rency stabilization on a world wide 
basis. 
The 
whole 
administration-con- 
gressional program is very point- 
edly based on a domestic readjust- 
ment. 


Tariff Plan later. 


As • soon as Secretary Hull re- 


turns from the Pan-American con- 
ference at Montevideo, the presi- 
dent will go over and transmit to 
congress his reciprocal tariff plan 
but even that contemplates no 
world-wide revision. Rather It wll 
center on understandings with In- 
dividual 
nations. 
A little later, and probably in 
the same connection, Mr. Roose- 
velt will propose something on 
war debts. 


While still determined to con 
centrate primary attention 
upon 
budget matters, the president I 
expected to pas* on to congress 
shortly, possibly through 
special 
messages, his requests on con 
tlnuation of the RFC at least un 
til June 30, continuation of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, alter- 
ation of the NBA and seeurle 
acts, and possibly stock marke 
regulation.
